CARLISLE’S NON-PARTISAN TALK 


The Trade Relations of the Union To 
Go to a Reciprocity Committee. 
Washington, March 30.—Secretary Car- 
lisle’s address on April 15th at Chicago, it 
is stated, will be purely non-partisan. It 
will be devoted solely to a discussion of the 
financial problem in relationsto labor. It is 
stated here that several misrepresentations 
of the nature of Secretary Carlisle’s ad- 
dress to be delivered before organized la- 
bor and at their invitation, have recently 
appeared in the public prints. 
Kepresentative Smith, of Michigan, has 
prepared a joint resolution, the adoption 
of which he believes will materially benefit 
trade relations of the United States. It 


provides for the establishment of a reci- 


procity commission of five. members not 
more than three of whom shall belong to 
the same political party. One member shall 
be appointed on atcount of distingujshed 
consular services; one shall be faMiliar 
with the administration of the customs 
laws and the remainder shall be equally 
distinguished in point of commercial and 
manufacturing.experience. The commission 
shall sit at Washington and devote its 
attention to The,origination and perfection 
of trade treaties with European powers and 
the governments of the western hemis- 


phere. 
The Cuban Resolutions. 


The conference report on the Cuban reso- 
lutions will not be ealled up.in the house 
before Wednesday. Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, 
the chairman of the house foreign affairs 
committee, says there is no doubt that the 
conference report will be adopted, although 
it may provoke a discussion covering an 
entire legislative day, in view of the fact 
that a number of members who were not 
permitted to speak when the orginal reso- 
lutions were before the house, desire on 
this occasion to be heard. 

A CHANGE OF FRONT. 

The Philadelpnia Manufacturers Re- 
nig on Their Conference. 
Philadelphia, March 30.—The Philadel- 
phia Manufacturers’ Club met tonight in 
the Union League hall. Robert Dornan 
was in the chair and the attendance was 
‘large. Mr. Doran in calling the meeting to 
order stated that the manufacturers who 
went to Washington two weeks ago to 
meet free coinage senators had no ‘au- 
thority to make the visit as members of 
the club, but must have gone as in- 
dividuals. Rudolph Blankenburg took the 
leadership of the gold men and presented a 
series of resolutions quite lengthy, in 
which he put the club in irrevocable op- 
position to free coinage and repudiated 
the former meeting.

tion.”’

Havana, March 30, via Tampa. Fila, 
March 30.—Here ig the story of the three 
brothers Farrar, all American citizens and 
joint owners of the cotfese plantation, 
Estrella, in Havana province, near Al- 
quizar. 

It does not differ greatly from the ex- 
Periences of many other ownerr of estates 
in the interior, but as these nien happen 
to be Americans and have made swern 
statements protesting against the excesses 
confmitted by Spanish troops, ard demand- 
ing damages, the affair has become one 
of official record, and cannot be brushed 
away with a general denial. 

The papers are now in the hands of 
Consul General Williams, aid Miguel 
Farrar, one of the brothers, hag furnished 
me with a copy of his stateme It is as 
follows: | 

“On Saturday, March 2ist, tie dwelling 
house of the coffee plantation, Estrella, 
was the o t of wanton attack by the 
column ol neral Berbat, operating in 
that regi... The said building received 
two shots of grape and canister, break- 
ing the door, one window, several plazza 
columns and greatly endangering the dives 
of the families of my brothers, Don Tasio 
and {Don Luis Farrar, both American 
citizens, the wife of the former being 
enciente. There were two small children 
in the.house. From my information, it 
appears that the troops had sustained 
fire with a rebel band in Paz plantation, 
a@ quarter-league ftom Estrella. 

Shelled the House. 

“The rebels having fled toward Pedroso 
and Buena Esperanza plantations, the 
sovernnrent troops advanced toward Es- 
trella, in quite an opposite direction from 
that taken by the rebels. 

“On arriving at the borders of Estrella 
plantation, the Spanish columns began 
firing cannon at the dwelling house, 
which was immediately invaded by sol- 
diers, who ransacked it, carrying off all 
jewelry and men’s clothing which they 
contained, as well as a sum of about $60 
in money. They also took away every- 
thing. found..in- the workmen’s dwellings, 
arresting at the same time twelve of the 
occupants, whom they conducted to Al- 
quizar as insurgents. It should be ob- 
served that the cannon were fired solely 
at the dwelling house of the owners, al- 
though there were twenty other buildings 
on the plantation, and the place was en- 
tirely clear of insurgents. 

“In consideration of all the above, and 
particularly on account of the danger to 
which his relations were exposed, and also 
for the unjustifiable looting on the part 
of the regular troops in the service of a 
constituted government, the undersigned 
does most solemnly protest, and asks an 
immediate indenfnity for the damage suf- 
fered, which he values at $5,000, as all 
work has been stopped on the plantation 
and everything abandoned.”’ 

The Spanish Story Differs. 

The Spanish official account of what 
happened on the Estrella plantation is as 
follows: 

“The column of General Berbat found 
several bands of rebels who made them- 
selves strong in the houses on the coffee 
plantation, Estrella, where they were 
beaten, and by artillery shots and cavalry 
charges, the enemy was dislodged from 
his position. Twelve prisoners were cap- 
tured, besides arms, ammunition and fm- 
struments used to destroy railway tracks. 
It is believed, by the trails of blood seen 
in the place, that the rebels had many 
dead and wounded. All the prisoners will 
be summarily court-martialed.” 

Shouted for Their Blood. 

On Wednesday twenty prisone#s, taken 
in the recent operations around Artemisia 
and Alquizar, arrived in Havana. On 
being escorted through Obispo street to 
the palace they were followed by a con- 
Stantly increasing nfob, who shoutedl, 
“Viva Espana,” and ‘“‘Death to the rebels-” 
The men were kicked, beaten, and one 
had his head cut open by a flying missile. 

It was°a pitiful sight to see, the poor 
wretches with arms pinioned and a moh 
at their heels shouting for their blood. 
By the time the prisoners reached the 
Nalace the mob numbered between 200 
and 300. General Ahumada, the second 
chief of the government, ordered the guard 
to disperse ie mob. 

Vote or Be Classed as Enemies. 

General Weyler had had several inter- 
vieéws with Jose Maria Galvez and other 
leaders of the autonomist party. He ask- 
ed if it was true that the party intended 
remaining away from the polls in the 
coming election.

The House of Commons Takes a Ke- 
cess Till Then. 


London, March 30.—In the house of com- 
mons today Joseph Chamberlain, secretary 
of state for the colonies, stated in reply to 
a question upon upon the subject by Mr. 
John Redmond, that there was not an atom 
of truth in the report that the government 
was negotiating for the purchase of Delagoa 


bay from Portugal. 

Sir Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, conservative 
member of the ecclesiastical division of 
Sheffield, asked the government to state 
the terms of the reply of President Kruger, 
of the Transvaal republic, to the invitation 
extended to him to visit Great Britain and 
discuss the situation in the south African 
republic and also to state the position of 
the government in regard thereto. Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
the colonies, declined to give any informa- 
tion concerning the matter. 

Mr. George N. Curzon, stated that the sul- 
tan of Turkey had requested the khedive 
of Egypt to explain the advance of troops 
up the valley of the Nile and that the khe- 
dive had replied that the British and Egyp- 
tian governments had agreed that the 
moment was opportune for the recovery 
of the province of Dongola. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour, first lord of the treasu- 
ry, announced that the house would ad- 
journ for the Easter recess for ten days. 

Mr. Labouchere moved a resolution 
against adjournment for so long a time un- 
less the house had more information in re- 
lating to the Egyptian situation than had 
yet been given. 

Sir Wilham Harcourt said that in view of 
the critical position of foreign and colonial 
affairs, the house was entitled to obtain 
fuller information before adjournment. Un- 
der the circumstances, he would vote for 
the shortest recess possible. 

Mr. Balfour said that nothing fresh had 
occurred in foreign or colonial matters dur- 
ing the last week rendering it necessary 
to dispense with the Easter recess. 

Mr. Labouchere’s motion was rejected by 
a vote of 233 to 67.

The Old Couple Near There Saturday 
Wight. 


A GREAT CROWD WAS AT THE JAIL 


And the Officers Feared a Lynching 
and Oréered Artillery To Guard 
the Prison. . 


Akron, O., March 30.—Akron is but little 
less excited today than the neighboring 
hamlet of Talmadge, where the butchery of 
the Stone family occurred Sunday morning. 
At Talmadge all business was practically 
suspended today, and the people guthered 
at street corners to discuss the terrible 
event. Stillsen, the servant of the Stone 
family, is still alive, but cannot possibly 
recover. Emma Stone is in a critical con- 
dition, but Hattie has improved considera- 
bly, and her injuries may not result fatally. 

Marshal Mason, of this city, is ‘said to 
have accumulated enough evidence to fas- 
ten the crime on ex-Convict Anson B. 
Strong. Strong was taken into custody by 
Deputy Sheriff Mason at Ravenna this af- 
ternoon. He was taken before Sheriff Grif- 
fin and Detective Bunn, of Akron, and put 
through a close examination. He said he 
had been in Ravenna since he was re 
leased from the penitentiary last January, 
living with Mrs. Burgess, a sister. He says 
he came to Kent Saturday evening to see 
Contractor C. H. Sweet, but could not find 
him. He claims he then went to the Effie 
yard and returned to Ravenna on a freight 
train about 4aylight. Previously he told 
Officer Mason that he had been at home all 
that night, and his sister told the same 
story. At the house an overcoat and a pair 
of trousers were found that had just been 
washed and were not yet dry. The sister 
said they got wet in a rain last Thursday. 
A warrant was then read to Strong, charg- 
ing him with the murder of the Stones. It 
was sworn out by Detective Dunn. Strong 
took the matter coolly. “Another put-up 
job,”’ was all he would say. He utterly re- 
fused to make any statement whatever. 

“I will talk to no one now,” he replied to 
a reporter who questioned him for half an 
hour. : 

The arrest created the greatest excite- 
ment in Ravenna and Kent.. Strong was 
taken to Akron this afternoon. He is not 
considered very intelligent. He worked for 
Stone many years, but they had had trou- 
ble. Over a year ago Stone issued a search 
warrant for Strong and found some stolen 
lap robes on Strong’s premises. 

Strong was brought here in charge of the 
officers at 6:30 p’clock. A great crowd gath- 
ered tonight around the city prison, and

Colonel Hammond, speaking last night 
relative to the action of the supreme court, 
said: “There is tno question that in the 
Jong and short haul case’ the supreme 
court hag rendered a decision that is of in- 
terest to all the southern states and every 
railroad operated therein. This case was 
begun by a Cincinnati buggy firm on ac- 
count of a discrimination in freight rates 
against Atlanta and Social Circle in favor 
of Augusta, but means more than the de- 
Cision of this single case. It involves a 
question that has been before the courts of 
the country for several years and virtually 
decides many other cases that have ‘been 
hanging on the decision rendered today. 

“A simple statement of the case is this: 
The railroads contended that lines were 
made by contract and that intervening sta- 
tions had nothing to do with contracts 
made between two points, The United 
States contended that a line has physical 
existence and that a contract made by the 
road cannot affect that line. 

“A decision of the court in favor of the 
e0vernment means ‘not only that an 
enormous amount will be saved in tariff 
to our dealers, but the more important 
fact that it will put each town and city on 
its own merits in the shipment of freights. 
There are now thousands of stations in the 
United States against which such dis- 
crimination is made and the question has 
arisen in nearly every qvarter of the 
country.”’ 

Colonel Hammond stated that he felt very 
much gratified at the decision of the court, 
because he considers the principle involved 
of supreme importance. 

Major E. B. Stahlman, ex-commissioner 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association, has said that he regarded the 
“long and short haul’ case as the most 
important question ever taken up from the 
south.

Who Will It Be? 

Who will succeed General Superintend- 
ent Kline on the Central is a very interest- 
ing question among railroad men just now. 
President Comer says that Mr. Kline has 
resigned and will leave in May, but adds 
that he has not made any selection. There 
is a belief abroad that he will go outside 
the system to get a man. 

The present organization of the Central 
is temporary. The permanent directors 
have not yet been elected. The office of 
vice president has been created and is now 
filled by a Mr. Anderton, of New York. It 
has been suggested that eventually the 
vice president will have charge of traffic 
and operation, leaving the financial part to 
Mr. Comer. So there is no telling what de- 
velopments may occur in the reorganization 
of the executive staff. It is understood that 
Mr. Kline has received such a proposition 
from the English syndicate controlling the 
Inter-oceanic that he does not feel that he 
can afford to refuse it.

TWO REMARKABLE ACCIDENTS. 


Two Unusual Disasters That Have Oc- 
curred on the Southern. 

The Southern has recently had two acci- 
dents which can hardly be paralleled in 
the history of railroading. The first was 
the wrecking of the train at Stony Creek 
by Criswell and the Shaws for the purpose 
of killing the wives of the Shaws, the hus- 
bands expecting to get large damages from 
the company. The confessions, if they are 
to be believed, show that this was the mo- 
tive and it was the most devilish motive 
ever recorded in the history of railroading. 
The second unusual accident is one which, 
it is said, could not have occurred anywhere 
except on the Southern and below Macon. 
That is what the railroaders say. It was 
at Eastman and was caused by a mail 
sack striking a switch post and throwing 
the switch. ‘There dre in the United States 
in round numbers, 175,000 miles of railroad. 
Thousands and thousands of mailbags are 
thrown from postal cars on these roads 
every day. But another such accident is 
not on record. .The mail pouch contained 
nearly forty pounds of mail matter. The 
train was running forty miles an hour. 
The pouch was thrown out by the postal 
route agent and it hit the switch post, 
breaking it off near the base. The point 
of the switch was instantly thrown. This 
is shown by the fact that while the front 
trucks of the postal car had crossed ‘the 
switch point safely, the rear trucks took 
the siding, but did not follow it as the en- 
ine was pulling the car straight ahead. 
e coach behind, however, took the siding 
and ran on it for 300 feét when the baggage 
car sidewiped two freight cars. which were 
standing on another siding, and the coaches 
were thrown from the rails and overturned.

| ALABAMA’S LOSS. 


Ex-Governor Seay Passes Away at His 
Home Near Selma. 


WAS TWICE CHIEF EXECUTIVE. 


A Man of the People Who Won the 
Love of All with Whom 
He Mingled. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 30.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Thomas Seay, ex-governcr of Ala- 
bama, died today at his home near Greens- 


boro, 

A telephone message from that city 
brought the information this afternoon. 

Hon. Thomas Seay, ex-governor of Ala- 
bama, was one of the state's purest, best 
known and most beloved citizens. He had 
been in feeble health for some years, but 
became il] ten days ago and gradually gave 
way until his death at 1:35 this afternoon. 

Thomas Seay was born in Greene coun- 
ty, this state, in 1846. His parents, Reuben 
and Ann Seay, were natives of Georgia, and 
descended from English and Irish ancestry 


respectively. 
Thomas Seay was the only son of seven 
children. He received his primary educa- 
tion at the common schools of the state and 
was graduated in 1867 from the Southern 
university, with the degree of A. M.

To- 
morrow morning Governor Oates, Secretary 
of State Jackson, who was private secre- 
tary to Governor Seay; State Treasurer 
Smith, Mr. Thomas H. Clark, speaker of 
the house; ex-Governor Jones and other 
prominent citizens from here will leave in 
a special car for Greensboro to attend the 
funeral. They will be joined at Selma by 
General Pettus, Mr. F. L. Pettus, president 
of the senate, and others. Governor Oates 
issued a procclamation tonight in which he 
made official announcement of the death of 
the distinguished ex-executive and remind- 
ed the people of the statg of his many vir- 
tues and his splendid career. 


A Proclamation by the Governor. 


Governor Oates’s proclamation ,reads: 

‘“To the people ‘of Alabama it becomes my 
solemn duty to announce to you the death 
of ex-Governor Thomas Seay, which sad 
event occurred in his home at ‘Greensboro, 
at 1:30 o’clock this afternoon. He was a 
native Alabamian and during the fifty years 
of his life he did as much. for the good of 
his state as was ever accomplished within 
that period by the best of her citizens. 

“He graduated with distinction at the 
Southern university at Greensboro, which 
place he adopted as his home. He was a law- 
yer of fine ability and won great distinc- 
He -served in the state 
senate for years and was president of that 
body during~-his last term of service. He 
presided over the democratic state conven- 
tion of 1878 and was sent as a delegate from 
the state at large to the national conven- 
tion which nominated Hancock for presi- 
dent. He was elected governor in 1886 and 
served for two years and until December, 


890. 

“Fle made a most excellent chief execu- 
tive. All honored him as an honest, con- 
ecientious and faithful 
close of his second term he received a very 
flattering vote for United States senator, 
but was defeated... He was an earnest dem- 
ocrat in his politi¢s from deep conviction 
that the principles of that party, if carried 
out, would redound to the greatest good of 
his fellow citizens.

| BIMETALLISM IN ENGLAND. 


LIDDERDALE AND HUBBARD FA- 
VOR REMONETIZATION. 


Ex-Governor and Directors of the Bank 
of England Believe in Free Coin- 
age at the Ratio of 16 to 1. 


From The New York Financial News. 

We append in full an article from The 
Cleveland Plain Dealer of March 22d, which 
may tend to open the eyes of some of our 
American citizens to the financial views 
of ‘two of the greatest financiers of Europe 
today. They are both in favor of the free 
coinage. of silver. When these two great 
English gentlemen can afford to favor bi- 
metallism, with a full knowledge of the 
great immediate advantage of the single 
gold standard to England, no patriotic 
American should be other than a free coin- 
age silver man. Read the article: 

A Plain Dealer representative, in conver- 
sation with Mr. T. M. Irvine, of this city, 
brought forth the following very interest- 
ing interview: 

“Mr. Irvine, last year you were in Lon- 
don, and we have heard that you had a 
talk with Mr. Lidderdale on the subject 
of the free coinage of silver. The Plain 
Dealer would be glad not only of your own 
opinion, but a resume of that conversa- 
tion,”’ 

“I am very glad,” said Mr. Irvine, “‘to 
say to The Plain Dealer and its readers 
that I am a bimetallist and that I believe 
in the use of both metals as primary 
money, and that the only solution of this 
question is the re-enactment of the old 
law giving free coinage and full monetary 
power alike to gold and silver. 

“In. April, 1895, when I was returning 
from a foreign trip, I stopped over a few 
days in London, and I made a call upon 
the Rt. Hon. William Lidderdale, ex-gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England, whom I had 
met in 1891 at the bank when he was its 
governor. He is the gentleman who nego- 
tiated the loan for the Baring Bros. to save 
them from the panic. He raised £17,000,000 
in ten days for them to ward off the panic. 
I had a very delightful meeting with him 
in 1891 and this was my second interview. 
Finding that he was a leading bimetallist, 
believing in the restoration of the silver ra- 
tio, I desired to obtain his views. He ob- 
served that he had always believed in the 
restoration of the silver ratio, even before 
the demonetization of silver generally 
throughout Europe. England had been a 
gold standard country since 1816, but he 
had for years desired the restoration of 
silver, contrary to the views of many of 
his fellow directors on the board of the 
Bank of England. He remarked that they 
were coming rapidly to the side of silver, 
and said: ‘Mr. Irvine, read The Financial 
News of this morning's issue’ (the day on 
which we conversed). ‘We had a meeting 
of the Bimetallic League at the Mansion 
house last night, at which a number of 
leading bankers, statesmen and merchants 
of the kingdom were present, and Mr. 
Evelyn Hubbard, one of our associate di- 
rectors of the bank, and one of the leading 
gold monometallists of England, made a 
speech, in which he confessed his conver- 
sion to the bimetallic cause and gave in 
full his reasons therefor. You see they 
are coming rapidly to our views, and what 
is lost by legislation can be restored by 
legislation,’ observed Mr. Lidderdale, 

“IT asked him what ratio he deemed it 
proper to restore silver to and he answered 
16 to 1. He thought France ought to 
change her ratio from 15% to 16 to 1 to 
save the speculation in the half ounce dif- 
ference.. Further, he made the astonishing 
announcement, and yet entirely sincere and 
frank, to this effect: ‘Your country, if it 
saw fit and had the courage of its convic- 
tions, could force the issue of silver restora- 
tion on us.’ ‘Why?’ 1 asked, ‘Because in 
so doing you would win the trade of the 
silver-using countries, such as India, China, 
Japan, Mexico and South Ameriea, to such 
an extent that England and Europe gener- 
ally would be compelled to follow suit in 
order to retain their prestige in these 
countries.’ He looked for the day when 
the Latin union and Europe generally would 
come to an agreement and restore silver to 
its rightful place as a redemption money. 

The speech of Evelyn Hubbard, referred 
to by Mr. Lidderdale, was as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, My Lord Duke, Ladies 
and Gentlemen—I imagine that ] have been 
asked to second this report chiefly because 
the Bimetallic League count me, if not asa 
professed convert, at any rate as a catechu- 
men, and, in accordance with ancient cus- 
tom, 1 am called on to testify to my sin- 
cerity by some public confession of faith. 
I started heavily weighted with the con- 
viction that legislation could never possi- 
bly fix the relative price of two commodi- 
ties which vary in supply. I have become 
aware that bimetallism involves the regula- 
tion, not of price, but of ratio, and that 
what was possible to the Latin union can- 
not be impossible to Europe and the United 
States. I imagined that even were a ratio 
fixed by law between gold and silver, the 
market price must inevitably vary from 
the legal ratio in accordance with the in- 
crease of decrease in the production of 
either metal. I discovered that this is not a 
matter of argument, but of history; that 
the record of the years 1849-’52 has furnished 
the most conclusive demonstration of the 
power of the ratio to keep the price steady, 
even in the face of the most violent fluctu- 
ation in supply. I entertained a vague yet 
firm impression that the commercial su- 
premacy of England was largely attributa- 
ble to her gold standard. I find that Eng- 
jand was both nominally and practicaily 
bimetallic up to the end of the last century; 
that sge enjoyed all the advantages of hi- 
metallism up to 1873, and that it is only 
during the last twenty years of falling 
prices and depressed trade that she has 
been strictly monometallic. I was haunted 
by the vision of my debts being pressed 
on my acceptance at inconvenient mo 
ments in the form ‘of cumbrous barrow- 
fuls of silver. I have become aware that 
under bimetallism debts will be paid as 
they are now, by check or bills of exchange, 
and that under no circumstances are we 
likely to recéive payments before they are 
due. Again, the insular argument was not 
without weight. England, it was urged, 
is a great creditor country; all the world 
is indebted to her in sterling. If gold is 
appreciating, so much the better for us. 
Why should we not let well enough alone? 
This particular millstone, however, fell 
from my neck the first. It requires little 
consideration to see that it is not only 
essentially immoral, but also self-destruc- 
tive. If gold appreciates, your gold ¢tand- 
ard stands condemned by failure in the 
most essential attribute—that of stability— 
while you are convicted of mulcting your 
debtor, not only of the interest which he 
agreed to pay, but also of the unearned 
increment, the increase in purchasing 
power, which your currency has acquired 
by lapse of time. The English investor, 
as the report suggests, has learned by sad 
experience the unwisdom of forcing on our 
foreign borrowers terms too onerous for 
them to bear, and is, I think, beginning to 
realize the truth of a remark made at this 
meeting a year or two ago: ‘It is better to 
have a silver debtor who pays you than a 
gold debtor who does not.’ (Applause.) 

“Further, an insular view is necessarily 
but a partial view, and the statesman is 
bound to look beyond the immediate con- 
fines of our own country to the wider in- 
terests of the whole British empire. Eng-

Be Closed—There Will Be Suf- 
fering at Columbus. 
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The expected came last evening when 
the Eagle and Phenjx mills shut down in- 
definitely, throwing, out of employment 
nearly twenty-five hundred employes and 
affecting the future of more than seven 
thousand persons in Columbus, Girard and 
Phenix City. 

As was printed in The Constitution yes- 
terday, orders had been left by President 
Bigby before he left the scene of the strike 
on Saturday that if the striking weavers 
still persisted in their refusal to return 
to their looms the entire plant should be 
shut down and kept closed until the men 
returned to their senses, or if they proved 
obdurate within a reasonable time, new 
hands would be secured from elsewhere. 
All of the striking weavers with but few 
exceptions are married men and have 
grown up jin the employ of the Eagle and 
Phenix Company. 

Judge Bigby said yesterday that they 
were waiting for some expression of a de- 
sire for them to return to work, but that 
no such overture would be made and that 
the mills would stay closed for some time 
ainliess the men came back to work at an 
early day. 

Secretary and Treasurer Clemence Was 
in the city yesterday in conference with 
President Bigby and as a result of their 
conference a telegram was sent to Superin- 
tendent Matherson to close the mills this 
mcrning if the men were still out, 

As will be seen from the following spe- 
cial from Columbus, this was forestalled 
by the closing of the mills yesterday after- 
noon: 

“In accordance with g resolution adopted 
at a meeting of the striking weavers Sat- 
urday night, they returned to the Eagle 
and Pheaix mills this morning and again 
demanded that their wages be restored. 
The demand was promptly refused and the 
weavers went away, having been joined by 
about a aundred other operatives who 
were in sympathy with them. Several po- 
licemen were on duty at the time, but 
their services were not needed, as there 
were no demonstrations of a violent na- 
ture. 

“On aceount of the strike the entire 
plant tonight closed down indefinitely. This 
throws about two thousand operatives out 
of employment and if continued the sus- 
pension will render .over five thousand 
people in Phenix City and Girard desti- 
tute.”

“RAGTAGS” AT WORK. 


GANG OF THIEVES MAKE BIG 
HAULS. 


The Gang Stole $500 from a Bank and 
$315 from The Journal Office 
Recently. 


The Peters street “Ragtag” gang of 
thieves is one of the best known organiza- 
tions of its kind in the city. The police 
have been troubled by the depredations 
of the gang for a long time and it seems 
that they cannot break up the work of the 
thieves. 

The members of the “Ragtags” are small 
negro boys, none of whom are more than 
fifteen years old. The darkies are shrewd 
and hard to catch, and they ply their trade 
in the most sneaking manner. Many bold 
robberies are charged to the credit of the 
gang, the two most important of which 
were those committed at the State Savings 
banx two or three months ago and at The 
Atlanta Journal office last Saturday morn- 
ing. 

At the bank the boys secured booty to 
the extent of about $500. At The Journal 
office they walked away with over $300. 
Other large amounts of money have been 
stolen by the darkies belonging to the 
gang during the past winter. On account 
of the age of the negroes and their unusual 
shrewdness it has been found almost im- 
possible to punish the offenders, 

The last haul made by the boys ‘has 
been told of in The Constitution. While 
the cashier left a pile of money on the 
counter in the office of The Journal one of 
the negroes entered the office and took pos- 
session of it, about $315. He gave some of 
his companions, who waited and watched 
outside, a portion of the money and then 
disappeared. Three members of the gang 
have been arrested, but the two principals 
in the robbery made their escape. It is 
thought that they went to Anniston, Ala., 
Sunday and the officers at that place have 
been notified to look out for em. 

Son White, fourteen years old, and Cooch 
McElroy, thirteen years old, are the two 
members of the gang who robbed The 
Journal office, it is believed by the lice. 
They cannot be found and some of their 
companions say that they started to An- 
niston. Son White is the boy who robbed 
the State Savings bank. It was he who 
entered the institutfon and coolly extracted 
about $0 in money from a counter,during 
business hours. He is a little bit of a ne- 
gro and the cashier *could not see him 
from behind the councer as he entered the 
bank. Several members of the gang were 
arrested by the police at the time of the 
robbery, tut most of them escaped as usual, 
White got out on a technicality. He is the 
leader of the gang.

The annual address of the president of 
the board of trustees, Judge Van Epps, was 
one of his best efforts and a stranger would 
have judged him almost as great a doctor 
as a jurists. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress he delivered the prizes. 

Dr. R. L. Whipple, of Vienna, Ga., had 
the first honor medal conferred on him. 
While almost the youngest man in his class 
he acquitted himself with distinction 
throughout the entire course and well de- 
served the high honor he secured. 

Dr. E. L. Awtry, an Atlanta man, cap- 
tured the second honor medal and he well 
deserved it, for it took no small amount 
of study in the class of ’96 to come out even 
second best. 

The third prize, a handsome set of in- 
struthents, was also captured by an At- 
lanta man, Dr. Lucien Lofton. Dr. Lofton 
has a host of friends who are proud of 
this distinction. 

Dr. Lofton goes immediately to New 
York and will be in the office of Dr. John 
A. Wyeth, who is -well-known in Atlanta. 
While Dr. Lofton’s friends regret that he 
will not remain in his native city, they 
feel sure that he will make himself as 
favorably known in the metropolis as he is 
in Atlanta. 


Judge Van Epps’s Address. 


Judge Van Epps’s remarks were received 
with great favor by the students of the in- 
Stitution, as they contained much valuable 
thought. In substance his address was as 
follows: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen and Gentlemen of 
the Graduating Class: I am called upon 
to address a company of young men who 
will henceforth devote themselves to the 
practice of medicine. One of three desti- 
nies awaits you—failure, average success 
or eminence. How shall I best employ the 
next few moments? I may talk about med- 
icine; I may talk about the mediciner. Con. 
scious of my own limitation, I prefer the 
latter theme. I have decided to announce 
as the subject which will occupy your at- 
tention for a few moments ‘Our Family 
Physician.’ You belong to one of the most 
dignified and venerable of the learned cults 
of the world. I do not mean to be severe, 
but it is nothing but candor to say to. the 
young doctors here that you are, of your 
free choice, devoting yourselves to a 
career of rigid self-denial. 

A few weeks ago I sat in the dim cathe- 
dral light of one of our beavutifal churches. 
The air was heavy with the odor of new 
cut flowers, It appeared to me, too, vi- 
brant with smothered sobs that came not 
from anywhere particularly, but from 
everywhere in the audience. I looked out, 
my own eyes too dim for clear vision, but 
tears seemed in all eyes. The minister 
tried to pronounce the name of Dr. W. S. 
Armstrong. His voice choked. At length 
he managed to say: “This is to me a person- 
al affliction.” Alas, to how many homes 
and hearts that death came as a personal 
affliction! 

Ian Mac Laren in his charming story, 
entithked ‘A Doctor of the Old School,’ 
pictures an ideal doctor in the person of 
Dr. William McClure. It would do no harm 
to made this story a textbook on ethics 
in medical colleges. The dear old doctor, 
with his tall, gaunt body, without an ounce 
of superfluous flesh, his face burned a 
dark brick color by~ exposure to the sun, 
honest blue eyes that looked you over in 
the face, huge hands with wrist bones like 
the shank of a ham and a voice that hurled 
his salutatfons across two fields, suggest- 
ing the moor rather than the drawing 
room, But what a clever hand it was in 
an operation. as delicate as a womamn’s; and 
what a kindlv voice it was in the humble 
room where the shenterd’s wife was weep- 
ing by her man’s bedside. The dear old doc- 
tor died at length repeating the prayer he 
had repeated every night of his life, the 
only one he knew since he was kept busy 
acting prayer: 

“ "This night I lay me down to sleep 

I pray the Lord my soul to keep, 

And if I die before I wake, 

I pray the Lord my soul to take.’” 

After Judge Van Epps’s address James B. 
Baird. M.D., dean of the college, made a 
very favorable report of the showing of the 
institution at this particular time. He stat- 
efi that while the graduating class was 
small, ‘every man who offered for the hon- 
orable degree was thoroughly competent.

The Evangelist Left the City for Carters- 
ville Yesterday Afternoon. 


RESULTS OF THE CAMPAIGN 


Too Exhausted To Remain Longer, 
Although Petitioned To Do 5o. 
Several Revivals Instituted. 


Having finished his religious campaign in 
Atlanta Sam Jones left the city at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, leaving behind him a 
host of friends at the depot and a record 
of conversions which has never been sur- 
passed in the city. 

As a result of these religious meetings 
which began on the first of this month there 
have been something in the neighborhood 
of a thousand accessions to the membership 
of the various evangelical churches. 

In addition to these practical results it 
is also claimed that a considerable reduct on 
has taken place in the number of cases be- 
fore the recorder for drunkenness and dis- 
orderly conduct. This may possibly be on- 
ly a mere coincidence, but in the judgment 
of a great many .people the influence of the 
tabernaclé meetings is largely responsible 
for this changed condition of things. 

At the meeting for men only Sam Jones 
said of Dr. Hawthorne: “I see from the 
papers that there is a probability of At- 
lanta’s losing Dr. Hawthorne. Nashville 
wants him. Atlanta can’t afford to lose 
such a brave, true, grand man. She could 
better give up any ten of her citizens than 
this consecrated and’ fearless minister of 
the gospel. For years he has been preach- 
ing in an auditorium that will not hold 
half the people that come to hear him. If 
a building large enough to hold the crowds 
that want to hear him is not erected, he 
ought to go. I love and honor the man and 
Atlanta ought to keep him for life.” 

Speaking of some of the preachers of At- 
lanta he said: “I had rather hear some 
plain man with warmth and life about him 
than one of these Miss Nancy fellows upon 
the same principle that I like warm corn 
bread better than cold battercakes. 

“IT have just met this morning,” he said 
to a bevy of gentlemen, “a saloon keeper 
of Atlanta who has closed up his two sa- 
loons in this city and leaves this afternoon 
to close out one that he owns in Mont- 
gomery, Ala.’’ 

Mr. Jones left the city at 3 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. The purse made up for the 
two evangelists was a good sized one. It 
was entirely a voluntary donation given by 
ardent admirers of the two evangelists. 

There is a movement on foot to secure 
thé tabernacle for one year at least and to 
buy it if practicable. 

Unable To Remain Longer., 

Last Sunday afternoon a petition was 
presented to Mr. Jones urgipg him and his 
co-worker, Mr. Stuart, to remain in Atlanta 
for another week. On account of the ex- 
hausted condition: of the evangelist, howev- 
er, it was impossible to comply with this 
request. The following is the petition pre- 
sented by the ministers of Atlanta, repre- 
senting every shade of religious opinion: 

“To Revs. Sam Jones and George Stuart 
—Dear Brethren: We recognize with pro- 
found gratitude that Providence which 
brought you to labor in our great and be- 
loved city. Our rejoicing is beyond expres- 
sion that such overwhelming manifestations 
of grace and power have attended your min- 
istry in our midst. For the hundreds hap- 
pily converted, the thousands repentant 
and seeking Christ, the tens of thousands 
who have been lifted to holier purposes 
and better living, we prdise God and strike 
hands with you in heartiest congratulation 
and warmest brotherly love. 

“In view of the constantly increasing in- 
terest, the thousands of homes that may 
be saved from sin and wreck, the multitudes 
that are struggling to overcome the wicked 
one and ‘bring forth fruits meet for re- 
pentance,’ we hereby most earnestly and 
affectionately urge you to remain another 
week, at least, beyond the time of your 
engagement. The souls of this people are 
upon our hearts and white the Holy Ghost 
is poured forth, we feel that now is the day 
of their salvation. 

‘“‘Thousands of officials and private mem- 
bers would sign this request were the op- 
portunity presented. Praying our Father 
to lead you to a right conclusion in this su- 
preme question, we are in the kingdom and 
patience of Jesus Christ.”

Two Great Financiers Give 

Views. 

Inter@st in bimetallism—genuine bi- 
metallism—is not confined to the south 
and west, but has reached New York 
city: The metropolitan press is al- 
most entirely devoted to the schemes of 
the money power, but occasionally we 
find a newspaper there willing to print 
and circulate the truth. Recently there 
have ‘been unmistakable manifestations 
that the readers of some of these news- 
papers are demanding fair play and hon- 
est discussion so far as the money ques- 
tion is concerned. 

Yesterday’s Financial News, a daily 
paper devoted to finance and the mar- 
kets, reproduced from The Cleveland, O., 
Plain Dealer the report of an interview 
which a business man of Cleveland had 
with the Right Hon. William Lidder- 
dale, ex-governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land, on the question of reopening the 
mints to silver. Along with the report 
of the interview is printed the text of 
some remarks made at the Mansion 
house by Mr. Evelyn Hubbard, an as- 
sociate director of the Bank of England, 
who from being a pronounced advocate 
of gold monometallism, has recently be- 
come an ardent supporter of the cause 
of bimetallism. 

Moreover, The New York Commercial 
Advertiser, a leading advocate of the 
gold standard, printed on Saturday a 
long letter from George Alfred Town- 
send giving the details of an interview 
with Jay Cooke, the veteran Philadel- 
phia banker, one of the most dis- 
tinguished financiers of this country. 
These things show that the question of 
restoring silver is pressing to the front 
even in New York, the stronghold of 
the money power. 

We shall print the substance of Jay 
Cooke’s remarks later. Today we give 
the report of the interview with the ex- 
governor of the Bank ef England, to- 
gether with the text of the remarks of 
Evelyn Hubbard, associate director of 
that institution. We commend the state- 
ments of these eminent financiers to the 
attention of our merchants and busi- 
ness men, and to our readers generally. 

Neither Mr. Lidderdale nor Mr. Hub- 
bard, it will be observed, takes any stock 
in the argument of the gold contra¢tion- 
ists that legislation will not affect the 
ratio between the metals. “What is 
lost by legislation,” says the former, 
“can be restored by legislation.” Mr. 
Hubbard used to believe that even were 
a ratio fixed by law between silver and 
gold, the market price must inevitably 
vary from the legal ratio in accordance 
with the increase or the decrease in the 
production of either metal. “I discov- 
ered,” he says, “that this is not a mat- 
ter -of argument, but of history; that 
the record of the years 1849-52 has fur- 
nished the most conclusive demonstra- 
tion of the power of the ratio to keep 
the price steady even in the face of the 
most violent fluctuation in supply.”

A Chicago Bible. 

Another effort will be made to restore 
the Bible to the public schools of Chi- 
cago. 

As the story goes, a committée has 
prepared a “Bible Reader” for use in the 
schools, subject to the approval: of the 
board of education. The book is a vol- 


jume of .2,000 pages, arranged for the 


convenience of all grades. It is com- 
posed of selections from the scriptures 
which are of such moral and literary 
excellence that they will be supposed to 
meet all the needs, of juvenile instruc- 
tion in that line. : 

The selections are arranged under ap- 
propriate heads, such as “Gems from 
Proverbs,” “The Ideal Woman,” “An- 
cient Laws,” “Words of Cheer,” “Idle 
Words,” “Cause of National Calamity,” 
etc. The Book of Proverbs is exten- 
sively quoted from, and many of the 
Psalms are used. Ample reference is 
made to Moses and his precepts, and 
the Lord’s Prayer has a place. 

The book seems to have been pre- 
pared with a preponderating reference 
to man in his relations to his fellows, 
rather than to his Maker. Ethics and 
civics are the main things. Many of 
the salient truths of God’s Word are left 
out of this volume, and if accepted in 
the schools it will donbtless be called 
the Chicago Bible. 

The whole scheme is one which will 
not commend itself to Christians gen- 
erally. When we once begin the work 
of expurgating and condensing the Bible 
'there is no telling where the mischief 
will end. Rather than do this it would 
be better to let the children in the pub- 
lic schools get their Bible instruction at 
home and in the Sunday schools. No 
new Bibles are wanted. Let the old 
one stand just as it is.

Nnu- 
merous northern and western newspaper 
correspondents will attend the meeting 
in order to see and study the conditions 
and facts of the case and learn by per- 
sonal contact the experience of those 
who have settled here. 

Excursions will be made to various 
points of interest in the south at low 
rates and it is believed that a large 
number of tourists will be on hand, This 
is a sensible and practical way of bring- 
ing the resources of this section into 
greater prominence, and it goes with- 
out saying that the testimony of the 
new settlers among us will outweigh 
anything that we might say. 

Farmers in New England and in the 
northwest do not pay much attention 
to what southerners say about the 
south. They desire to hear from their 
friends and neighbors who have lived 
here, and this convention will give 
them the oportunity. The south could 
have no better advertisement, because it 
is a well-known fact that those who 
settle in this region remain, as a rule.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A bill has been introduced into both 
houses of congress which proposes to effect 
a few internal improvements for the peo- 
ple. 
It authorizes Mr. John Cowdon to con- 
struct a deep transportation route from 
Norfork harbor to deep sea water; another 
from Wilmimgton, N. C.; a third from 
Charleston, a fourth from Savannah, 4 
fifth from St. Augustine, a sixth from Pen- 
sacola, a seventh from Mobile, an eighth 
from Sandiego, a ninth from Florence, Or., 
and a tenth from Tocoma. He is to do this 
at his own expense, and to receive from 
the government a pay of $7,000,000 in each 
case, making $70,000,000 in all, together 
with a premium of $2,500,000 for every foot 
above twenty-five feet in depth he may ob- 
tain. 

He is also to build four canals ten feet 
deep and 300 feet wide at top and 200 at 
bottom, one from Lake Superior through 
the St. Croix to the Mississippi, near St. 
Paul: a second from Lake Michigan 
through the Illinois to the Mississippi, near 
St. Louis: two from Laké Erie to the Ohio, 
one passing through the Kankakee and the 
Wabash and the other through the Beaver 
to just bélow Pittsburgh. On these routes 
$60,000,000 will be laid out. 

For the sum of $5,000,000 per foot and 
ratably for each part of a foot, Mr. Cow- 
don also proposes to lower the ffood line of 
the Mississippi, the Missouri, the Ohio and 
their tributaries at nime specified points. 

Still another improvement is to be a 
permanent deepening of the low water 
channels of the Mississippi from St. Paul 
to New Orleans, and also from Cairo to 
Pittsburgh, to cost him $60,000,000 m ail 
and to be paid for at $5,000,000 per foot of 
deepening over specified distances. A couple 
of waterways from the Mississippi east- 
ward to the Chattahoochee and westward 
to the Sabine for $10,000,000 each complete, 
we believe, his hydraulic engmeering. But, 
to top off with, he will construct at his 
own expense 30,000 miles of railroad with 
their necessary bridges, “in order to cheap- 
en and regulate all railway transportation.” 
The charges will be on these roads per 
mile one-half cent each for passengers and 
one mill per ton for freight.

HER BODY TAKEN 


PROM THE GRAVE 


Ida Elliott’s Remains Exhumed and 
Examined Yesterday. 


AUTOPSY AT THE GRAVE 


The Physicians Cannot Decide as to 
| the Cause of Death. 


WILL BE WORK FOR CHEMIST M’CANDLESS 


Coroner Paden and County Physician 
McDaniel Conduct an Investiga- 
tion of the Girl’s Death. 


The body of Ida Elliott, the Beliwood girl 
who died mysteriously last Wednesday, was 
exhumed yesterday morning for the pur- 
pose of examination. An autopsy was held 
at the grave of the dead woman and a 
chemist will decide whether or not the girl 
died from poison. 

It cannot be told what caused the death 
of the young woman until the chemist com- 
pletes his analysis.“ The work has begun 
and it will be determined soon as to wheth- 
er the girl died of poison as suspected by 
many. 

The coroner’s jury in the case which be- 
gan work § yesterday morning learned, 
enough of the case to cause them to recom- 
mend that Charles Hotton be held for fur- 
ther investigation of the case. He is in 
jail suspected of the murder of the girl 
and the jury thinks that he should be held 
there until the case can be investigated by 
the grand jury or some court of justice. If 
the chemist finds poison in the body of 
the woman it is likely that Hotton will be 
tried for murder. 

The wo Kk of the coroner’s jury was not 
complet.« yesterday. Dr. McDaniel, the 
county physician, says that when the chem- 
ist is ready to report the jury will be called 
together again to make a final verdict in 
the case. The jury heard nearly a dozen 
witnesses, but nothing material in the case 
which has not been published was brought 
out. The fury adjourned at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon after about six hours’ work. 

The body of the dead girl was buried in 
the Elliott burial grounds west of the city. 
The burial place is some distance from the 
Chattahoochee river car line and near the 
city stables. A large crowd of curious peo- 
ple gathered about the place when the 
authorities began work at 9 o'clock. Sev- 
eral men shoveled the dirt from over the 
coffin of the Elliott girl and after fifteen 
minutes the body was about to be lifted 
from the coffin for the autopsy, but an ap- 
proaching rainstorm stopped the work at 
the grave. The coffin was removed to a 
shed near by where the physicians made a 
thorough examination of the body. 


Will Analyze It. 


The doctors reactied an agreement that 
the cause of the girl's death could not be 
decided until the chemical analysis is con- 
cluded. The stomach was cut out and 
brought to thie city and turned over to Pro- 
fessor McCandless, of the McCandless 
chemical laboratory. He began his work 
at once and will make a report soon. The 
physicians who made the autopsy endeav- 
ored to determine the cause of death, but. 
while they found a number of diseases 
none of them were sufficiently advanced, 
apparently, to cause death. Several expla- 
nations of the mysterious death were sug- 
gested, but no positive conclusion could be 
reached. Much will depend on the chem- 
ist’s examination. 


Dr. Vinson’s Opinion Exploded. 

Drs. J. L. McDaniel, A. 8. Bridwell, E. L. 
Brooks and J. W. Hood conducted the au- 
topsy. Drs. Vinson and Rice assisted in the 
work. The physicians first cut open the 
head and examined the brain. It was at 
first thought by Dr. Vinson that the girl 
died from meningitis and he ascribed her 
taking off to that disease. Meningitis 
leaves the indication of its work on the 
brain, and if that disease had been the 
cause of death the brain would have shown 
it, which it did not do. No sign of the dis- 
ease could be discovered and that expla- 
nation of the death was exploded. 

The Body Re-Interred. 

The lungs of the dead girl were next 
examined and it was found that she suf- 
fered from tuberculosis. Both of her 
lungs were affected, but it is not thought 
by the physicians that ashe died of con- 
sumption. The stomach was then ex- 
amined in search of poison, but no sign 
of any drug could be found. A number of 
other parts of the body were examined 
and the exact condition of the unfortunate 
young girl at the time of death was noted. 
It was decided that at the time of her 
death she, was not in a delicate condition, 
as was thought. The doctors say that the 
girl might “have been in such a condi- 
tion several weeks ago before taking some 
drug or having an operation performed. 
Wihen the examination was concluded the 
flesh was sewn up where cut and the body 
was then reinterred. The body lies near 
the father of the girl, who died a short 
time ago. ° 

Where Did He Get It? 

At the conclusion of the autopsy Coroner 
Paden and a jury of inquest began an in- 
vestigation of the case. A voluminous 
amount of evidence bearing on the case 
was heard. It was shown that Hotton at- 
tempted to buy ergot at drug stores and 
that he stated that the drug was given to 
the girl. He told one of the officers that 
he purchased the drug at Ingram’s drug 
store, but Fred Ingram, of that place, de- 
mried that such was the case. He told the 
coroner’s jury that Hotton did not buy the 
drug from his store. No conclusive evi- 
dence against Hotton was brought out, 
but the investigation shows him up in a 
rather bad light. If the chemist discovers 
poison in the stomach it is likely that 
Hotton will have difficulty in explaining 
his connection with the case. 

Those Who Testified. 

The following witnesses were examined 
by the jury: Dr. W. D. Vinson, Dr. E. L. 
Brooks, B. F. Potter, Mrs. M. E. Wilson, 
Jack Martlin, Tom Thomason, Jack Shep- 
ard, Will Gett, Fred Ingram and W. J. 
Carr. 

Some of the doctors suggest that death 
might have resulted from nervous prostra- 
tion or hysteria. Other causes are as- 
cribed, such as result from criminal prac- 
tice. Hotton is being held in jail on a 
warrant sworn out. by George Elliott, a 
brother of the deal girl. He has not yet 
demanded a preliminary hearing and fur- 
ther steps in the case may not be taken 
untal the report of the chemist is submit- 
ted to the coroner. 


No Cause Knewn. 


The case has excited considerable in- 
terest and the final result of the investi- 
gation is being looked forward to with 
interest. Unless the point is decided by 
the chemist it is probable that nothing 
can be shown in the case except by cir- 
cumstantial and external evidence. The 
investigation made by the doctors yester- 
day, they say, is not conclusive, they find- 
ing nothing to warrant them in deciding 
that the girl was poisoned, although no 
cause can be ascribed for the death.

Major Clem has resided in Atlanta for 
many years and during that time he has 
not only endeared himself to his old com- 
rades in arms, but to those who were his 
foes in arms as well, and his selection by 
the Georgia veterans of the Grand Army 
of the Republic for the post of commander 
will be received with approval by every one 
concerned in the success and welfare of 
the post. 

Sketch of Major Clem. 

John Lincoln Clem was born in Newark, 
O., August 18, 1851, and when the war broke 
out he was in his tenth year. Nothing 
daunted by bis tender years, he enlisted in 
the Third Ohio infantry, May, 1861, as a 
drummer boy, in which capacity he served 
until May 1, 1863, when he enlisted in the 
Twenty-Second Michigan regiment. 

At the battle of Chickamauga he was still 
a drummer boy and on account of his youth 
and the bravery which he displayed in 
that menrorable engagement he was given 
the sobriquet of ‘The Drummer. Boy of 
Chickamauga.” At the time of his enter- 
ing the army he was the youngest man in 
the ranks of the federals and as a conse- 
quence he gained great notoriety all 
through the federal ranks. 

At th® battle of Chickamauga he had a 
hand to hand encounter with a confederate 
private who was trying to effect his cap- 
ture, but whom he killed, and for ths act 
he was made a sérgeant of his company. 
At the battle of Shiloh, in which he was 
under the command of General U. 8. 
Grant, his many acts of personal bravery 
won the admiration of the commanding 
officer and he was frequently mentioned 
for his courage and discipline. 

In later years General Grant, then Pres- 
ident Grant, who had followed his career 
with much interest, made him a second 
lieutenant in 1871. He was stationed along 
the frontier of Texas with the United 
States Twenty-Fourth infantry and went 
all through those exciting times experi- 
enced during the early seventies along the 
Rio Grande, from El Paso to the gulf. 

He was in many skirmishes with the 
Indians, who were then very troublesome, 
and who later on gave Uncle Sam so much 
trouble and finally killed the gallant Cus- 
ter and others. 

After serving three years upon the fran- 
ti he was made in 1874 first MNeutenant 

assigned to the artillery school at 
Fortress Montroe, where he completed his 
studies in that branch of the army and in 
1882 he was promoted to the rank of cap- 
tain and assistant quartermaster, and 
made military instructor at the Unversity 
of Wisconsin. Finally, in May, 1895, he was 
promoted to the rank of major and quar- 
termaster and given charge of all of the 
national cemeteries in the south, with 
headquarters at Atlanta. : 

Now that he has been selected to guide 
the interests of the Georgia Grand Army 
or the Republic, Major Clem will exert all 
of his time in swelling the ranks of the 
veterans in his post and also inducing 
Grand Army of the Republic mwnen from the 
north to come down to this state and pool 
their issue with their comrades who have 
become identified with the interests of the 
new and flourishing south.

Mrs, Ella Woodside and her nine-year- 
old mute boy have been notified by Judge 
Andy Calhoun, of the police court, that 
they must keep off the streets unless the 
boy behaves himself better.

tle fellow who persists in falling down on 


the sidewalk and remaining there until he 
is coaxed away by pedestrians with money. 

The police say that Mrs. Woodside has 
trained her son to act in the manner “in- 
dicated, and that she is at fault. The pair 
have recently figured in the police court 
two or three times a week, the cases 
against them always being dismissed by 
Judge Calhoun for one reason or another. 
He has now decided, however, that in 
future Mrs. Woodside will be punished if 
she allows the boy to go about the streets 
with her as he has been doing. 

Yesterday Mrs. Woodside and the youth 
created a scene near the union depot and 
they were both arrested. The boy grabbed 
a lot of things from a stand and ran away. 
He has frequently committed acts of the 
kind and has caused the police and citi- 
zens much trouble. He is a noted horse 
and buggy thief, having driven away 
many horses foumd attached to convey- 
ances. He usually drives to the country 
and then jumps out, leaving the turnout to 
be found by any one who chances along. 

Last night the boy was detained at the 
police station, and he disturbed the prison 
by his muttering cry. He cannot speak, but 
his capacity to make a noise with his 
tongue is in no way limited. He acts as if 
crazy, and lying down in a cell kicking 
and hollering he attracted the attention of 
people on Decatur street passing the station 
house. The police say that the boy should 
be kept off of the streets or sent to some 
home for unfortunates of his kind.

Interesting Question Arises in Regard to 
Judge Poole’s Election. 


A CONTEST MAY FOLLOW 


ee ne ae 


State School Commissioner Glenn Says 
Judge Poole Was Only Elected 
to the Short Term. 


An interesting question has arisen as a 
result of the election of Judge Adam 5. 
Poole to the position of county school 
commissioner and it is quite probable that 
@ contest will follow or another election 
will be advertised for under the law. 

Judge Poole, though having passed a 
satisfactory examination and being de- 
clared the commissioner by the county 
school board, has refused to accept the 
term to which he has been elected and has 
not yet made bond in the amount required. 


His failure to make this bond is not be- 
cause he cannot find a bondsman, but for 
the simple reason that he does not want 
the short term if he has not been elected 
to the long term. 

When the late Judge John N. Fain died 
the position of commissioner was left va- 
cant. @mmediately after the death of the 
commissioner a number of candidates an- 
nounced for the place and an election was 
called and ordered by the board. This 
election was held last Saturday afternoon 
and Judge Poole was declared to be the 
successful candidate. It is said that both 
Judge Poole and the board of education 
were of the opinion that the election was 
for the long term to which Judge Fain 
had been elected a few weeks prior to his 
death. ” 

With this idea tn view the county school 
board announced the result of the election 
and so informed State School Commis- 
sioner Glenn that Judge Poole had been 
elected by that body to the office of school 
commissioner for the term to which Judge 
Fain had be elected. Commissioner Glenn 
at once referred the board to the instruc- 
tlons which he had given the board in 
writing on last Saturday morning. This 
note of instructions states that the elec- 
tion held at that time was stmply for 
the unexpired term’to which Judge Fain 
had been elected nearly four years ago, 
and stated further that the term of four 
years had not begun and would not until 
May 7th, at which time another election 
would be held. 

Judge Poole Makes a Kick. 

When Judge Poole was informed that 
he had been elected only to the short 
term he at .once began to make an in- 
vestigation. 

He applied td the chairman of the board, 
J. M. Liddell, and asked what had been 
the instructions under which the exami- 
nation and election had been held, 

Mr. Liddell gave Judge Poole a copy of 
the order which had been received from 
Commissioner Glenn, at the same time 
saying that though the order had been 
received on Saturday morning, it had been 
overlooked and: he did not know the elec- 
tion Was being hel@ for the short term 


alone. 
The order which was handed the chair- 
man of the board by Commissioner Glenn 


is as follows: 

“TI send you herewith the questions to be 
used for the election of the county com- 
missioner. I hoped that the election would 
do, beth for the short and the long term, 
but the attorney general advises me that 
the election can be for the short term only. 
This will subject you to the necessity of 
holding another election later on. 

“The question herewith inclosed must be 
opened in the presence of all the appli- 
eants. I have not had time to prepare the 
answers for the questions. 

“The name of all those applicants whose 
general average on this examination falls 
below 75 should be thrown out and not 
considered as eligible at all.” 

Chairman Liddell states that the in- 
structions were’ in the package sent him 
by Commissioner Gienn, but as he had 
been informed that one election would do 
for both terms, and as he failed to dis- 
cover the letter, he made the anmnounce- 
«ment that the election and examination 
was for the long term. 


Chairman Liddell Talks. 
Chairman Liddell announced yesterday 
afternoon that he held a consultation with 
Commissioner Glenn and was informed by 
him that the election was to befor the 


long term. 

“This was the general understanding, 
and I therefore so notified the applicants. 
When Judge Poole resigned his position 
as a member of the board he was assured 
of the election, provided his average was 
high enough to give him the place. He 
was accordingly elected commissioner by 
the board for the four years, and we so 
informed Commissioner Glenn in a letter 
today. 

‘The whole matter is that Judge Poole 
is being imposed upon and we who are his 
friends intend to stick by him until we see 
he gets justice. He has stated that he 
will do nothing in the matter, not even 
sign the bond or take the oath of office, 
until ‘the question is settled.’’ 

The Official Notification. 

Yesterday morning State School Com- 
missioner Glenn was sent the following 
official notice of the election of Judge 
Poole to the position of county schoo! 
commissioner to fill the long term to 
which Judge Fain had been elected a few 
days prior to his death: 

“Allow me the honor to inform you that 
after a- comprehensive examination of ap- 
plicants on questions submitted by your- 
self and after serious deliberation on the 
business qualifications of those applying, 
we have elected Judge Adam S. Poole to 
fill the office which had been made vacant 
by the death of Judge John N. Fain, for 
the term for which he had recently been 
elected. E. S. MORRIS, 

“Acting Secretary.” 

State School Commissioner Glenn said 
that he had ordered no election for the long 
term, as under the ruling of the attorney 
general this election is to be held later on 
in the spring, some time before May 7th. 

“I only ordered the election of a commis- 
sioner to fill the unexpired term,” said Mr. 
Glenn yesterday, ‘‘and do not think I have 
authority under the ruling of the attorney 
general to ask for the commission of any 
officer save the one who is to fill the unex- 
pired term. 

“The regular term of Judge Fain would 
not have expired until May 7th, therefore 
the long term to which he had been elected 
is not in force until that date. The election 
ordered was for an officer of the board un- 
til the regular election in May, and I gave 
particular orders and “4instructions to that 
effect. 

**T remember some time ago I stated that 
IT hoped one election would suffice, and I 
suppose this statement is whet the board 
acted upon, but later on I positively or- 
dered, under new instructions. that two 
elections were necessary and I can’t see 
how any one could misconstrue the instruc- 
tions.”’ 

The Situation Discussed. 

When Judge Poole resigned, the entire 
board favored his election to the commis- 
sionership. Every member of the board, it 
is said, assured the judge of his election. 

Captain Liddell, the chairman of the 
board, and Secretary Morris are still the 
friends of Judge Poole, but the office of 
the other two expire before the next elec- 
tion is to be held, and Judge Poole has 
stated that he will not be able to control 
the new board. This practically gives him 
only two votes out of five, and the other 
three, who were elected by the grand jury, 
will probably lean toward another man 
for commissioner. 

Judge Pcole will refuse to accept the 
election for the short unexpired term, and 
has practically admitted that his election 
at we hands of the new board is out of the 
ues 

“It fs just simply a plan to railroad me 
out of the position,” said he yesterday, ‘‘but 
I may be able to win the. fieht after all.”

The Grand Jury Takes Action. 

Yesterday afternoon the grand jury 
named the gentlemen who are to become 
members of the county school board. _ 

Ex-Governor Northen, W. P. Pattillo and 
Dr. Tompkins were elected by the grand 
jury and these gentlemen will begin their 
term of office as sooh as the terms of the 
other members expire, which is within a 
few days. 

Judge Poole has stated positively that he 
would not take the trouble to make a bond 
if he was to serve for the short term only. 

It is quite probable that the matter will 
be carried to the courts for a final adjust- 
ment, as Judge Poole insists that he-has 
been elected to the long term, and Com- 
missioner Glenn contends that his instruc- 
tions were for an election for the unexp 
term alone. Here the matter stands and 
the next step taken will be watched with 
interest.

Cl-icago, March 30.—Until most of the 
Monday’s statistics on wheat were in today 
wheat held firm and higher than Saturday, 
but when it became patent that no encour- 
gement was to be derived from the facts 
and figures announced there was a break 
with much haste on the part of present 
longs to sell out. May opened from 63%@ 
6444, sold at 64% and 64%@63%c, closing at 
6355¢—4@%c under Saturday. Cash _ wheat 
was firm and 4c per bushel higher. Corn 
sustained its reputation for inaction, prices 
reflecting the tone of wheat and declining 
when the finer grain broke. When the 
weakness was at its greatest there was a 
fair trade, but at other times there was 
very little doing. May corn opened at 29%c, 
sold between 29% and 29%. 

Oats—An ordinary business of no partic- 
ular consequence was transacted in oats. 
The feeling sympathized fully with wheat. 
The decline was almost as great as in that 
market. May oats closed %c lower than on 
Saturday. Cash oats sold at steady prices, 
but the close was nominally weaker. 

Provisions—The opening on provisions was 
at slightly lower prices than were recorded 
at the close Saturday. This was due to a 
weak and lower hog market. For a long 
time thereafter steadiness marked the tone, 
but when wheat began to slip away product 
adopted the same course and declined quite 
sharply. The close was at about the lowest 
point of the session, with May pork 27% 
under Saturday.

WILL BE A WARM FIGHT 


Captain Amos Baker Announces That 
He Will Be in the Field for 
Coroner. 


No tickets have yet been announced in the 
race for sheriff and the candidates for that 
office are holding back their hands. 

Sheriff Barnes, Dr. John W. Nelms and 
Mr. L. P. Thomas are all in the field to 
the finish, but up to this time they have 
made simply an iMmdividual canvass. Dr. 
Nelms is making a fierce fight. Politically 
he is one of the most aggressive men in 
the state and he goes into a race with 
sleeves up. It is said that he has several 
good men to make the race with him, but 
the full ticket has not yet been decided 
upon, 

Mr. Thomas has twice made the race. 
He has filled the office satisfactorily’ to 
the county and has won a number of vic- 
tories in local fights. His decision to enter 
the race was made only a few days ago, 
but his friends have given their hearty 
support and he is making a vigorous cam- 
paign., 

The rumor that Sheriff Barnes would 
withdraw is stoutly denied. 

“I have never had such an intention,” he 
said yesterday afternoon. ‘Thirty days is 
long enough time for me to make a race. 
*l will be before the people in June with a 
ticket to win out. The report that I was 
to withdraw or that I would consent to run 
as deputy was entirely without foundation.’”’ 

It is said that Sheriff Barnes wiil have 
with him practically the same men who 
have been associated thus far in office. It 
was said that Mr. A. W. Hill and Deputy 
Will Greene would fuse with the Nelms 
ticket. These gentlemen, however, an- 
nounce that they have determined upon no 
definite line yet. In the meantime there 
is lively caucusing in progress. Candidates 
are buzzing and the result of framing the 
tickets will be reached in a day or two. 

As to the Ordinary. 

The race for ordinary is growing heated. 
Colonel Hulsey, with a huge smile and a 
warm hand-shake, is hard at work, While 
Judge Calhoun is equally active among 
those who have supported him so strongly 
at former elections. 

Both have a large following in the coun- 
try and this feature of the June primary 
will be sharply contested. The long record 
of both men is a matter of local history 
say the friends of each are great in num- 
yer. 

The name of Mr. H. H. Cabaniss has 
been mentioned in connection with the 
office, but no definite announcement has 
been made to that end yet. It is very 
probable that within a day or two a deci- 
sion will be made by Mr. Cabaniss. It is 
stated by his friends that he will be in 
the race, although Mr. Cabaniss will just 
now neither corroborate nor deny. 

Neck and Neck. 

It is generally acknowledged that Fulton 
county never had such a representative set 
of candidates for the legislature to pick 
from. The five who have thus far an- 
nounced are among the most prominent 
citizens in the county. All are hard at 
work. The result of the legislative race 
will give three of the best representatives 
in the history of the county. 


Baker for Coroner. 

The latest announcement is that of Mr. 
Amos Baker, who says that he will make 
the race for coroner. Mr. Amos Baker is 
a well known municipal character and has 
filled several offices of trust. Candidates 
for this office are appearing each day. 


THE HEARING BEGUN. 


Special Master Felder Taking Testi- 
mony in the West Point Case. 
Thomas B. Felder, Jr., who was recently 

appointed master by Judge Newman, of 
the United States court, in the case of the 
Huguley Manufacturing Company et al.
